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Pupils’ project 
could spark tidal 
pool campaign 


A PROJECT by 
local primary 
school pupils could 
spark a community 
campaign to bring 
back the tidal pad¬ 
dling pool at Barry 
Island beach. 

As a result, one com¬ 
munity group has already 
written to the Vale 
Council chief executive, 
John Maitland-Evans, 
asking that the idea 
become an integral part 
of Barry’s regeneration. 

It all started when 
pupils at Barry Island 
Primary School made a 
video about their dream 
to restore the Barry 
Island beach tidal pad¬ 
dling pool to its former 
glory. 

They showed it to the 
newly-formed communi¬ 
ty action group, 
FocusBARRY, and suc¬ 
ceeded in firing the 
group with enthusiasm. 

Dennis Harkus, the 
acting chair of 
FocusBARRY, told the 
GFM: “We were 

informed that research 
has been undertaken and, 
for a relatively modest 
sum, the pool can be 
rebuilt - although it was 
felt that more work need¬ 
ed to be done on the 
design and cost implica¬ 
tions. 

“The meeting unani¬ 
mously voted to give

support to the project and 
write to the council, and 
to the local press, outlin¬ 
ing our strong interest. 

“We see this as an 
excellent opportunity for 
the council to work with 
the community on a 
worthwhile project that 
would have many bene¬ 
fits for all concerned.” 

Mr Harkus added that 
he felt the project would 
bring a “much-needed 
injection of community 
spirit to the town”. 

Members of 

FocusBARRY felt that 
the council could use its 
legal, technical and polit¬ 
ical expertise to ensure 
the project proposals are 
sound, and that tourism 
and leisure would gain 
from the scheme. 

Dennis Harkus said: 
“The education of our 
children would also prof¬ 


it because they will see 
that the council does lis¬ 
ten, and it is sure to stim¬ 
ulate their interest in 
local history. 

“Everyone would ben¬ 
efit by rebuilding this 
iconic landmark.” 

Becky Cadman of 
Barry Island Primary 
School, who works with 
the school council, told 
The GEM that the origi¬ 
nal inspiration for the 
children was from a 
grandparent’s memories. 

She said: “The chil¬ 
dren were really 
enthused, and the head 
boy and girl spoke to the 
pupils at morning assem¬ 
bly, and everyone started 
to do research and ask 
their family members for 
their recollections. 

“Making the video fol¬ 
lowed on naturally from 
that.” Mr Harkus stressed 


that members of 
FocusBARRY would be 
willing to promote the 
scheme. He said that the 
group was not asking for 
a council cash commit¬ 
ment at this stage. 

Indeed, the group 
believe that it could 
attract Lottery or other 
funding. 

The FocusBARRY let¬ 
ter to the council chief 
executive concluded: 

“I’m sure you will 
agree that the children 
have done a first-class 
job in articulating this 
project, and deserve full 
credit and recognition for 
the work they have 
done.” 

The group has already 
had a response from Mr 
Maitland-Evans’ office, 
indicating that the pro¬ 
posal will be discussed at 
the next Vale Council 
cabinet meeting.

Barry burglar sent to jail 


A BARRY man has been 
sentenced to four years in 
prison for several burglaries 
at houses and business 
premises in the Vale. 

Shaun Greening (34), from 
Plymouth Road, was convicted of 
offences which included the burgla¬ 
ry of two houses, one in Wenvoe 
and the other in Dinas Powys, and 
the burglary of business premises at 
Ty Verlon Industrial Estate in Barry 
and of Holton Road Primary School 
- also in Barry. 

It was during his break-in at the 
school that Greening was appre¬ 


hended by local police officers, 
who were on patrol in plain clothes. 

Following his arrest, a number of 
items were recovered and returned 
to their owners - including six mil¬ 
itary campaign medals belonging to 
a former soldier. 

However, a considerable quanti¬ 
ty of jewellery stolen from the 
houses has not been recovered. 

Detective Constable Nicola 
Owen of Barry CID said: “I am 
very pleased that we have been able 
successfully to detect these crimes 
and bring the perpetrator to justice.”

10, you refer to the 
letter I wrote to 
Brigadier Storrie 
on behalf of 
Llanmaes 
Community 
Council, of which I 
was then Chair. 

This had the unani¬ 
mous support of all 


a military occupation of 
the Rhondda and neigh¬ 
bouring areas’' 
(Encyclopaedia of 
Wales, 2008). 

What is important in 
renaming a base after 
Churchill are the atti¬ 
tudes within the popula¬ 
tion. As a student at the 
time of Churchill’s death 
(January 24, 1965) I well 
remember reports of 
dancing in the streets of 
the Rhondda. 

The animosity 
towards Churchill was 
enhanced by the fact that

Man jailed for 
harassing his 
former partner 


AN “obsessive, 
manipulative man” 
who could not 
accept the end of 
his relationship, has 
been jailed for a 
total of 16 months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Shane Regan, 36, of 
Barry, pleaded guilty to 
the breach of a two-year 
restraining order in 
respect of his former 
partner Nicola Tyrrell. 

Recorder Elwan 

Evans, in addition to the 
prison sentence, extend¬ 
ed the restraining order 
to five years. 

She said that Regan 
hah had a “selfish, self- 
absorbed attitude to the 
relationship”. 

Prosecutor Julian 

Greenwood said he 


received a suspended 
four-month prison sen¬ 
tence at Cardiff Crown 
Court in Pebruary for 
breaching the order, but 
while subject to that, 
from March 6 - 29, he 
breached the order fur¬ 
ther. 

Regan admitted this, 
but not to the extent 
claimed by the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

He said they had had 
a relationship for five 
years which ended in 
September. 

He denied going to 
Ms Tyrell’s house and 
removing patio slabs he 
had laid At the time, he 
was doing unpaid work 
for the community. 

He also denied texting 
her “you deserve every¬ 
thing you’ve got com¬ 
ing. 


“I tried but you 
haven’t got a decent 
bone in your body.” 

He accepted he 
should not have contact¬ 
ed his ex-partner either 
directly or indirectly. 

Ms Tyrrell gave evi¬ 
dence from behind a 
screen and the Recorder 
described her as a mod¬ 
est and credible witness. 

Regan’s counsel, 
Vaughan Britton, said he 
accepted the case 
crossed the custody 
threshold and he added: 
“No breakdown of a 
relatonship should have 
resulted in conduct of 
this kind. 

“But he wrongly 
thought there wotld be a 
rekindling of that rela¬ 
tionship. There was no 
physical violence what¬ 
soever.”

10-YEAR JAIL TERM 
FOR BARRY FATHER

He left and 45 minutes later she saw 
him walk past the salon twice, when he 
appeared to be normal. 

But shortly after, Matthew Gannon 
saw him “pale and wide-eyed.” 

Mr Lincoln said: “I have just been 
stabbed,” and was bleeding heavily. 
The police and ambulance were called 
and paramedics attended him. 

He was said to be “bleeding loads” 
and said: “Tell my mother I love her.” 

Sally-Anne Williams saw the attack 
and saw the victim trying to defend 
himself and being chased by his father 
in Jewell Street. 

Ivan Lincoln said: “You’ve been 
asking for this for years. I’m going to 
kill you. 

“You are just like your..mother. 

I’m going to kill you.” 

He then gave up the chase. 

The weapon, said Mr Jones, was 
described as “like a chopping knife” 
with a seven-inch blade. 

It was never recovered 

Mr Jones said the wounded Mr 
Lincoln was slumped against a wall. 

He had four wounds to the front of 
his chest, four to his back, and one to 
his buttock. 

He said: “I can’t breathe. I’m dying, 
get my mother.” 

“He was given oxygen, and air was 
released from his chest. 

“For some reason, he tried to expul- 
cate his father and said another person 
had stabbed him.” 

Mr Jones said he was in a life- 
threatening condition and was taken to 
the University Hospital of Wales. 

One stab wound had penetrated the 
abdominal cavity but luckily, had 
missed vital organs. 

He was in intensive care for 12 
hours and was discharged two weeks 
later. 

The defendant was arrested on 
December 31, when he gave himself 
up at Cardiff Bay Police Station. 

He said “no comment” to every 


question. 

“His son’s life was saved by emer¬ 
gency medical intervention,” said Mr 
Jones. 

The court heard that the defendant 
had a previous conviction for posses¬ 
sion of cannabis with intent to supply, 
and had been jailed for 15 months.

Ivan Lincoln, he said, was a placid 
family man, fond of fishing, who was 
now full of remorse. 

One son works as a manager in 
Harrods in London. 

It was, he said, an isolated incident 
in which Nicholas Lincoln had lashed 
out immediately when they met.

PUTS FORWARD 
WATERFRONT 
LINK ROAD PLAN 


THE consortium 
behind the pro¬ 
posed £250million 
Barry Waterfront 
scheme has submit¬ 
ted its planning 
application to the 
Vale Council for the 
new Barry Island 
link road. 

The road will run 
through the centre of the 
Waterfront development 
and, in addition to pro¬ 
viding a direct route to 
Barry Island, will also 
provide access to the 
new development, 
including a new primary 
school, district centre 
and cafe quarter, water¬ 
side public realm, park 
areas and new housing. 

The £5 million link 
road has been designed 
by the consortium’s 
traffic consultants to 
accommodate both traf¬ 
fic to Barry Island and 
the new development 
and will form an exten¬ 
sion to the existing 
Ffordd-y-Mileniwm 
distributor road. 

Richard Keogh, 
speaking on behalf of 
the Barry Waterfront 
Consortium, said: 
“Ffordd-y-Mileniwm 
has been criticised for 
its lack of pedestrian 
crossing facilities - so 
we were determined 
that our proposals 
include elements which 
would make the area 


safe for pedestrians and 
cyclists to cross, linking 
both sides of the road to 
one another. 

“From our original 
public exhibition and 
consultation work, 
through to our more 
recent meetings with 
local interest groups, we 
know just how impor¬ 
tant the link road is to 
people living in and 
around the area. 

“This is a crucial part 
of the Waterfront 
scheme and the fact that 
we have submitted 
plans for the link road 
ahead of the outline 
application decision 
indicates our commit¬ 
ment to the project.” 

The link road forms a 
key part of the 
Consortium’s scheme 
which, according to an 
economic impact study 
carried out by Nathaniel 
Litchfield and Partners, 
will create up to 2,400 
jobs across south-east 
Wales,. 

The majority of these 
would be based in the 
local area, with a further 
estimated 1,990 tempo¬ 
rary jobs over a nine- 
year build period.

Plaid AM hits out at

PLAID Cymru AM

the Senedd he comment¬ 
ed, “Pont y Werin will be 
an excellent facility for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

“Unfortunately, the 
lack of safe and pleasant 
access routes planned 
for the Penarth side will 
not maximise the bene¬ 
fits of this wonderful 
bridge. What encour¬ 
agement can you offer to 
overcome that disap¬ 
pointing failure by the 
Vale Council?” 

The Environment 
Minister Jane Davidson 
replied that money was 
available to councils for 
rights of way, but it was 
up to local authorities to 
prioritise their funds. 

Mr Eranks said: “It is 
hugely disappointing 


that the Vale Council has 
failed so dismally to 
meet the challenge of 
providing adequate 
cycleways and pedestri¬ 
an routes linking to Pont 
y Werin Bridge. Plaid 
councillors have strong¬ 
ly supported this 
scheme.

“However, no contact 
has been made, which is 
extremely disappointing, 
given his continued 
uninformed and unjusti¬ 
fied criticism.

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THE GLAMORGAN GEM WORLD CUP ROUND-UP 

The festival of football has begun - and 
so have the mistakes, cards and goals! 


THE World Cup 
finally got under¬ 
way last Friday 
afternoon, and all 
the talk and conjec¬ 
ture about who 
should be in the 
squads of each of 
the 32 competing 
countries came to 
an end. 

Still to be answered, 
though, are important 
questions, like who 
should be in goal for 
England. We now know 
how that question was 
answered, and what the 
result of that selection 
was; but we shall return 
to that one later. 

The opening ceremo¬ 
ny was, in fairness, a 
great deal better than 
many an opening cere¬ 
mony witnessed in the 
past at other major sport¬ 
ing events. 

I don’t think anyone 


cheated in the singing of 
a song, or special com¬ 
puter-generated effects 
used to fool the watching 
millions. It was a good 
celebration, not only of 
South African culture, 
but that of the continent 
as a whole, and I at least 
understood the message 
being portrayed. 

The first match saw 
hosts South Africa play 
Mexico, and despite 
being without the ball for 
long periods, the home 
team produced a crack¬ 
ing goal from Tshabalala. 

Unfortunately for the 
hosts, they couldn’t hold 
onto that lead and 
Mexico grabbed a 
deserved equaliser later 
in the second half. 

Honours even then, 
and quite a good start to 
the tournament. 

Now the general rule 
for teams in their open¬ 
ing fixture is don’t lose. 
Australia obviously had 


this in mind when they 
turned up to play 
Germany without a 
recognised striker in the 
starting 11. 

They were duly ham¬ 
mered 4-0, and you have 
to wonder, what hap¬ 
pened to the famous 
fighting spirit we expect 
from all Aussie teams. 

Germany were 

allowed to play with total 
freedom and looked 
good, though I wouldn’t 
get too excited about 
them just yet - tougher 
games are to come. 

The French who, if 
rumours are to be 
believed, are busy fight¬ 
ing with each other and 
the manager, looked 
ragged. 

The 0-0 draw with 
Uruguay was only 
marked out by the first 
sending off of a player in 
the tournament. 

Of the other big teams, 
Argentina beat Nigeria 


1-0 and looked strong, 
only an outstanding dis¬ 
play of goalkeeping by 
Vincent Enyeama pre¬ 
venting Argentina from 
winning by four or five 
goals . 

Defending champions 
Italy struggled to a 1-1 
draw with Paraguay, as 
the Italians made their 
usual slow start to a tour¬ 
nament. In the past, they 
have always got better 
and better as things 
progress, but this time, 
however, I suspect they 
may just run out of steam 
later on. 

Holland ran out fairly 
comfortable winners 
against Denmark 2-0, 
without showing too 
much of the sexy football 
associated with them 
recently. 

The Asian contingent 
have also started well, 
with South Korea run¬ 
ning all over a poor 
Greek team to win 2-0,

and Japan beating 
Cameroon 1-0. 

Of the others, Ghana 
looked good in beating 
Serbia 1-0, and the 
Algeria - Slovenia match 
was dire.

win the whole thing. 

The best prospect 
must be the Sunday night 
match between Brazil 
and the Ivory Coast. 

Will Drogba be fit 
enough to play, and can a 
team from Africa stand 
up and beat the world’s 
most successful football 
nation? I doubt it. 

Happy viewing for the 
week ahead - once 
everyone has played their 
first match, things should 
open up a little and then 
we will start getting 
down to the real action 
and, I suspect, a few 
more surprises and mis¬ 
takes !

ADMIRING THE HISTORY AND 
BEAUTY OF THE LLYNFI VALLEY

DISAPPOINTING 
LY, only three 
walkers turned out 
recently to join 
Janet and John for 
a pleasant walk just 
the other side of the 
Llynfi Valley. 

On a humid, overcast 
but dry morning, the 
group left a housing 
estate on the edge of 
Maesteg to follow a 
stony bridleway down¬ 
hill through a wood, 
before joining Llan Road 
and walking to 
Llangynwyd village 
which is dominated by 
the church. 

The church, dedicated 
to St Cynwyd, was 
founded in the 6th centu¬ 
ry but was rebuilt in the 
13 th century and has 
since been restored sev¬ 
eral times. The low 
square tower was com¬ 
pletely restored in 1893. 

There is a lovely old 
Welsh legend, the Maid 
of Cefn Ydfa, that 
involves a local thatcher 
and poet, Wil Hopcyn, 
who fell in love with a 
local girl, Ann Thomas, 
whose mother Catherine 
did not believe that Wil 
was good enough to 
court her daughter. 

So she arranged for 
Ann to marry a gentle¬ 
man called Anthony 
Maddox, which Ann did, 
but eventually she died 
of what some people 


believed was a broken 
heart. 

Both Ann and Wil are 
buried in the churchyard 
under the trees, and 
across the road is a 
thatched inn called Yr 
Hen Dy (the Old House) 
and the cross between 
the church and the inn is 
a memorial to Wil. 

The inn is believed to 
be the oldest in south 
Wales and the village 
still celebrates the com¬ 
ing of the New Year 
with the Mari Lwyd, 
which has changed over 
the years but involves a 
horse’s skull draped in a 
white sheet with flowers 
being paraded through 
the village. 

Following the road 
uphill, a stop was made 
to discard clothing as the 
sun shone and it became 
very humid, and as the 
rough farm tracks led 


them gently uphill they 
paused for coffee, just as 
the sky clouded over and 
a few drops of rain fell. 

Refreshed, they con¬ 
tinued uphill passing the 
site of Y Bwlwarcan, a 
hill-slope fort that possi¬ 
bly dates back to the 
Iron Age and is situated 
on an east facing part of 
Mynydd Margam. 

The fort covers a huge 
area of land and the 
small central part, 
enclosed by a bank and 
ditch some two-metres 
deep, is the area which 
was inhabited and this 
was protected by more 
outer circles. 

Joining the Coed 
Morgannwg Way, which 
runs for 36 miles, 
swathes of the conifer 
plantations have been 
harvested, resulting in 
huge piles of logs along 
the track. They watched 


a fledgling wagtail that 
hadn’t quite got the hang 
of flying do a crash 
landing on a log before 
moving on to view a 
copy of the Bodvic 
Stone. 

The original is housed 
in the Margam Stones 
Museum and was dedi¬ 
cated to Bodvoc, the son 
of Cattegem. 

Lunch was enjoyed a 
little further along before 
the group moved on 
through forestry paths 
and turning downhill, 
they were greeted by 
green verges that were 
bedecked with sweet¬ 
smelling bluebells and 
overhung with hawthorn 
trees covered with May 
blossom beside Cwm 
Sychbant. 

Sometimes, fallow 
deer roam here but not 
today, so following the 
road and then taking a 


diverted path, where the 
resident stallion had to 
be bribed with an apple 
to let them through, they 
crossed a stile through a 
bluebell wood and 
nature reserve to eventu¬ 
ally retrace their steps 
back to their cars. 

On June 19, meet at 
9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for a 9-10 
mile moderate walk at 
Cefn Coed y Cymmer 
and Llwyn Onn; contact 
Barbara on 01446 
734686. 

On June 24, the 
Thursday evening walk 
will leave Dinas Powys 
Athletic Club (at the rear 
of the common) for a 4- 
mile easy/mod tramp at 
Park Wood and Cwm 
George; contact Joy on 
01446 737131. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

Vale beaches’ seaside award 


THREE beaches in the Vale have picked 
up a coveted seaside award after meeting 
strict land and water-based quality crite¬ 
ria.

Ben Stiller shows off 
his serious side in 
Baumbach’s Greenberg 


T O many, Ben 
Stiller is 
known as the 
funny guy who, 
having lit up 
There Something 
About Mary, pro¬ 
ceeded to marry big 
laughs with box 
office success in the 
likes of Meet The 
Parents, Dodgeball 
and Starsky and 
Hutch. 

However, before 
Stiller’s breakthrough 
with ... Mary, he had 
built up an impressive 
resume of straight roles 
that highlighted his abili¬ 
ty as an actor, most 
notably in Zero Effect 
and Permanent 
Midnight. 

Having shown his 
comedy chops for the 
past 10 years. Stiller 
takes on something a 
touch more dramatic 
with Noah Baumbach’s 
latest effort, Greenberg. 

Stiller plays Roger 
Greenberg, a socially 
awkward 40-year-old 
who has recently left a 
mental hospital. 

Moving into his 
brother’s home while he 
and his family are away, 
Greenberg gets close to 
the family’s assistant 
Florence (Greta 
Gerwig), and the pair’s 
relationship sees Roger 
reassessing his life, try¬ 
ing to mend broken 
bridges such as those 
with his best friend Ivan 
(Rhys Ifans); however, 
Greenberg’s personality 
seems to be the stum¬ 
bling block for achieving 
happiness as he finds 
himself losing a winning 
battle... 

Noah Baumbach’s 
previous works have 
mined gold from the 
world of middle-class, 
dysfunctional families 
and the lives that they 
lead. Both his directorial 
efforts thus far (which 
he also, like Greenberg, 
wrote) The Squid and 
The Whale and Margot 
At The Wedding, have 
taken a deep look at the 
neuroses of these charac¬ 
ters, what makes them 
tick and why they are so 
dysfunctional without 
being overly judgmental. 

It is a well that he 
strikes a third time here, 
and while perhaps not 
with the same unnerving 


accuracy that those earli¬ 
er films achieved, still 
makes for a pleasing, if 
slightly low-key, view¬ 
ing experience. 

Those familiar with 
the work of Wes 
Anderson will see a 
familiarity in 
Baumbach’s work, 
understandable since the 
pair co-wrote both The 
Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou and Anderson’s 
take on Fantastic Mr 
Fox - both seem to take 
great delight in high¬ 
lighting the familial 
breakdowns that can 
occur and the relation¬ 
ships they affect. 

While that was true of 
Baumbach’s first two 
efforts, Greenberg puts 
all of the weight onto the 
titular character, a bun¬ 
dle of mixed up senti¬ 
ments and beliefs, ranti¬ 
ng with anger one 
minute (most memorably 
upon receiving a birth¬ 
day cake in a restaurant) 
and wondering why his 
former life has given 
way to the one he is liv¬ 
ing now. 

Baumbach’s deftness 
is shown wonderfully 
through the writing of 
the film, its wry comedy 
being generated by the 
characters and the situa¬ 
tions they are in rather 
than any convoluted set¬ 
ups or plot points. 

Keeping things almost 
fly-on-the-wall (much 
like his previous work), 
the film feels steeped in 
reality and this allows 
the comedy, and the 
drama, to unfold natural¬ 
ly without being forced. 

His direction is simi¬ 
larly unobtrusive, catch¬ 
ing the glow of Los 
Angeles without the 
glossy veneer and keep¬ 
ing things as sparse as 
can be. 

The opening shot in 
particular sets out his 
stall - the camera’s main 
focus is on the actors 
and the characters; the 
visual element is a by¬ 
product of that. 

He is aided by won¬ 
derful and engaging 
turns from a cast varying 
in terms of exposure: 

Ben Stiller shows he is 
more than just a comedy 
actor with a turn that is 
both tragic and comedic, 
yet is also unafraid to 
buck your expectations. 

It would have been 
easy to create a character 


whose attempts to work 
through his issues are 
fraught yet come with 
good intentions, but 
Greenberg isn’t one of 
those characters. 

Instead, you have to 
try and like him despite 
his actions, the character 
annoying and, at times, 
horrible, yet Stiller’s 
turn offers a touch of 
light at the end of the 
dark tunnel, making him 
a protagonist hard to 
root for, but not wholly 
unlikeable. 

The counterpoint to 
Greenberg’s bitterness 
and resentment is Greta 
Gerwig’s Florence, and 
for the little-known 
actress it is a perform¬ 
ance that is excellent. 

Perhaps as troubled as 
Greenberg, she is open 
and welcoming to his 
closed-up and shut off 
personality. On the sur¬ 
face opposites, they are 
more linked than they 
realise, and Baumbach 
doesn’t force the rela¬ 
tionship between the 
two, the pair discovering 
each other almost with 
reluctance. 

Gerwig’s performance 
is beautifully judged, 
capturing the fragility of 
the character while mak¬ 
ing her thoroughly 
appealing, it is a turn 
that marks Gerwig out as 
one to watch. 

Similarly, it also nice 
to see Rhys Ifans back in 
front of the camera, and 
much like Stiller and 
Gerwig, he offers up a 
restrained and subtle 
performance, another 
character with issues and 
troubles, but one the 
Welshman essays with 
no little amount of skill. 

Certainly, while

Baumbach treads a 
world he is more than 
familiar with, the film 
doesn’t quite have the 
acerbic bite of his previ¬ 
ous works, lacking the 
cohesion and shape that 
would let it really excel. 

However, come a cli¬ 
max that eschews 
redemption for hope, 
you will feel satisfied by 
Greenberg, a film whose 
focus on characters and 
situation works incredi¬ 
bly well, if without 
grand dramatics. 

VERDICT - Familiar 
ground, but one that is 
still well worth mining, 
Noah Baumbach is on 
good form for 
Greenberg. 

Sharply written and 
directed, its slightly 
meandering style retains 
charm while the per¬ 
formances from Ben 
Stiller, Greta Gerwig and 
Rhys Ifans are perfectly 
pitched; a low-key 
delight, and one that is 
well worth seeking out. 
Enjoyable.

‘Fungus killing 
off larch trees’ 

- COMMISSION WARNS 


FORESTRY 
Commission Wales 
experts are working 
to contain an out¬ 
break of 

Phytophthora 
ramorum (P. ramo- 
rum) infection in 
Japanese larch 
trees in the Garw 
Valley and Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“P ramorum is a fun¬ 
gus-like pathogen that 
kills many of the trees 
that it infects. It was 
found on Japanese larch 
trees in south west 
England last year, and 
the outbreak in wood¬ 
lands in the Garw Valley, 
and the Vale and Afan 
Valley is the first time it 
has been encountered on 


larch elsewhere in Great 
Britain,” Richard 

Siddons, head of grants 
and regulations for 
Eorestry Commission 
Wales, said; “Like any 
threat to our trees, woods 
and forests, finding 
Phytophthora ramorum 
on Japanese larch in 
south Wales is a worry¬ 
ing development. 

“So far in Wales, it 
has only been found in 
woodland managed by 
Eorestry Commission 
Wales on behalf of the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government. 

“However, the situa¬ 
tion is changing rapidly 
as we undertake more 
surveys, and it is likely 
that the infection has 
spread more widely,” he 
warned.

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I REMEMBER the 
building of Brecon 
Court in the mid 
1960s. 

I lived quite near and was 
able to observe its construc¬ 
tion, passing it daily to go to 
work at Midland Silicones. 
Located between Cornwall 
Road and Dyfan Road, it was 
part of the Borough of 
Barry’s plans for accommo¬ 
dation of elderly people. 

During the 1939-45 war, 
on what is now Cornwall 
Road, a mobile anti-aircraft 
gun was occasionally posi¬ 
tioned. 

The immediate locality 
was serviced by a large num¬ 
ber of allotments and quite 
near were orchards belonging 
to the Eouracre family. The 
orchards are remembered for 
posterity in the nearby street 
name of ‘Orchard Drive’. 

The construction of Brecon 
Court was in two storeys, 
with a balcony access, at a 
cost of some £90,0000. 
Accommodation comprised 
31 units, which included a 
flat for the warden. In addi¬ 
tion there were also visitors 
rooms and a common room. 

Accompanied by the 
Mayor of Barry, Alderman 
RD Williams JP, Harold J 
Pinch, MP officially opened 
Brecon Court on October 8, 
1965. 

At that time, Harold Pinch 
was Under-Secretary of State 
at the Welsh Office. I did not 
appreciate the significance of 
this event in the history of 
Barry. 

In addition to the history of 
the Pinch family, there are 
links to the respective histo¬ 
ries of Holton and Gladstone 
Schools, Methodism in Barry 
Dock and the Barry Railway, 
together with politics locally 
and at Westminster. 


JOHN CHUCAS, an ‘old boy’ of Gladstone Road 
School, who is researching its history with 
a view to publishing a book, here recalls the 
life of a pupil who became an MP in the 1950s. 


I attended the recent re¬ 
opening of the residents 
lounge at Brecon Court when 
I was able to view the com¬ 
memorative plaque unveiled 
by Harold Pinch in 1965. 

Harold Josiah Pinch was 
bom in Barry Dock. His par¬ 
ents, Josiah Coleman Pinch 
and Emily Pinch, nee 
Kidwell, first set up home in 
Evans Street and then later in 
Woodlands Road. 

Harold was the eldest of 
seven children. He started 
school at what we now know 
as Holton Road School. The 
‘school’ was in effect two 
schools then known respec¬ 
tively as Pyke Street School 
and Court Road School. The 
schools became known as 
Holton Road School when 
Gladstone Road School 
opened in 1907. 

It was at this time the 
young Harold Pinch trans¬ 
ferred to Gladstone School, 
along with many other young 
girls and boys from his neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Harold was brought up in a 
very strong religious family 
and they all attended the 
Wesleyan Methodist Chapel 
in Holton Road. Sadly, in the 
mid 1960s, the chapel and 
hall became part of the early 
development of Holton Road. 

Today, the ‘Lloyds TSB 
Bank’ and ‘Peacocks’ occupy 
this location. Holton Road 
Methodist joined with Court 
Road Methodist to form what 
is now Crossway Methodist 
Church. 

Mr Josiah Pinch was a 
Sunday school teacher at 



Holton Road, while Mrs 
Pinch, who had a very strong 
evangelical outlook, was 
keenly interested in the tem¬ 
perance movement. 

In 1912, age 14, Harold 
Pinch left Gladstone School. 
Poll owing in his father’s foot¬ 
steps he took up employment 
with the Barry Railway 
Company. 

He commenced as a clerk, 
in the Goods Department, on 
the modest wage of 7/6d a 
week. The buildings in which 
he worked stands today at the 
western end of No 1 Dock 
and it is known as the 
‘Gwalia Buildings’ and is part 
of Sylver Star DIY (Barry) 
Ltd. 

Harold continued his edu¬ 
cation at evening classes, 
studying shorthand, book¬ 
keeping and typewriting. He 
practised his shorthand speed 
by taking notes of the ser¬ 
mons in chapel. 

Having witnessed his 
father become secretary of the 


ASRS (Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants), it was 
not surprising that he took an 
interest in trade union affairs. 

At 17, he became secretary 
of the Barry Branch of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association. 
His interest in the trade union 
movement deepened, result¬ 
ing in his successful applica¬ 
tion for the post of clerk at 
The Tredegar Valley Miners 
District Office at Blackwood. 
His high shorthand speed had 
guaranteed him the post. 

Harold was very proud of 
his father, who had served the 
Labour party well in local 
politics. In 1919, his father 
was the first Labour party 
member to represent Barry on 
the Glamorgan County 
Council. 

Harold was destined to 
move into the political arena. 
Prom the District Miners’ 
Office he progressed to the 
compensations department of 
the South Wales Miners 
Pederation. 

His continued interest in 
trade unions and local politics 
saw him first become trade 
union official of the National 
Union of Mine workers and 
then in 1922, he became a 
member of the 

Mynyddislwyn Urban District 
Council. 

In 1955, he was elected as 
the Labour MP for the 
Bedwellty Division of 
Monmouthshire and remained 
an MP until his retirement in 
1970. 

During this period he was 
parliamentary under secretary 
at the Welsh Office, 1964- 


1966 and also opposition 
spokesman on fuel and 
power. 

In the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours, 1976, he was 
knighted for his services to 
the trade union movement 
and politics. In recognition of 
his knighthood, he became 
the first ‘Preeman’ of Islwyn 
Borough Council. 

Sir Harold Pinch was very 
highly thought of in the area 
of Mynyddislwy, Bedwellty 
and Tredegar. In 1982, the Sir 
Harold Pinch Memorial Park 
was created in his memory at 
Pontllanfraith. 

The park is located outside 
the council offices at 
Pontllanfraith. The site occu¬ 
pies some 4.5 hectares and is 
made up of grassland divided 
by hedgerows, a wetland area 
adjacent to the Sirhowy River 
and several footpaths. 

The majority of the site has 
been designated as a Site of 
Specific Scientific Interest 
(SSSI) in recognition of its 
conservation value as a tradi¬ 
tionally managed hay mead¬ 
ow. 

The area has many notable 
plant species such as Greater 
Burnet, Lady’s Mantle, 

Bistort and species of orchids. 

I am greatly indebted to 
the late Vera Tugwell and her 
family for their hospitality 
and willingness to talk about 
‘The Pinch Pamily’ during 
my frequent visits. 

Vera was very proud of all 
her brothers and sisters and 
the fact that they all attended 
Gladstone School. Outside of 
her family Vera was possibly 
best remembered as the ‘tick¬ 
et lady’ at Barry Island Pair 
Ground in the days of the 
Rogers family.

TIME FOR 
ANEW 
OPERATING 
SYSTEM? 


SHOULD you con¬ 
vert to Microsoft’s 
Windows 7 
Operating System 
(OS) for your com¬ 
puter? 

About a third of the 
club members are now 
using it and others are 
thinking about it. Steve 
and Howard led a dis¬ 
cussion about how the 
new system was per¬ 
forming. 

Microsoft says it has 
sold more than 100 mil¬ 
lion licences; that over a 
quarter of a million 
devices work with the 
system and that over a 
million software applica¬ 
tions will run within it. 

The software includes 
eight out of 10 top 
accounting packages; all 
10 top games (in the US) 
and all 10 top (US) secu¬ 
rity applications. They 
admit that some might 
need an already avail¬ 
able upgrade package to 
run them. 

A total of 5,000 appli¬ 
cations and 13,000 
devices and components 
carry the ‘Compatible 
with Windows 7’ logo. 

PC ADVISER maga¬ 
zine nominated the OS 
as Product of the Year 
2009. 

The feeling is that 
Microsoft is improving 
its position. A discussion 
brought out several 
points. 

Several members 
were running XP on one 
machine and Windows 7 
on another. Most of 
these were still happily 
familiarising themselves 
with the new OS to dis¬ 
cover the additional ben¬ 
efits. Windows 7 is defi¬ 
nitely faster. 

It was noted that those 


who were happy with 
XP, or indeed Vista, felt 
no need to upgrade, as 
what they currently use 
does everything they 
need, then they see no 
point in changing. 

(Many folk simply hate 
change anyway). 

Windows XP will 
work quite well for some 
years yet; even if not 
fully supported by 
Microsoft - and there 
are SOME applications 
that do not work under 
the new OS. 

Some users who 
bought machines pre- 
loaded with Vista insist¬ 
ed on ‘downgrading’ 
back to XP. That will not 
happen if the next one 
has Windows 7 on it. 

Diehards will stick 
with the familiar until 
forced to change. The 
cash saving will eventu¬ 
ally convert to a cost in 
time and trouble to keep 
the old thing running. 
Like a classic car enthu¬ 
siast, their effort might 
result in some satisfac¬ 
tion, but probably 
nowhere near as much. 

To be fair, there are 
some satisfied guys at 
Bletchley Park (a loving¬ 
ly reconstructed 
Colossus) and the 
adjoining National 
Computer Museum with 
ancient models kept 
working. 

For the rest, most 
people will be content¬ 
edly using the latest OS 
in a few years’ time. It is 
looking good. 

A brief display of how 
single or multiple win¬ 
dows can be handled on 
screen was a revelation 
to some.

RECYCLING AND 
RETAIL PLASTIC 

BAGS: Vale Council’s reply 


I REFER to your 
reader’s letter enti¬ 
tled ‘recycling and 
plastic bags’ pub¬ 
lished in the June 10 
edition of the 

Glamorgan GEM. 

The Vale of 

Glamorgan Council is 
continually considering 
its future recycling poli¬ 
cies to meet its challeng¬ 
ing recycling targets, in 
compliance with our new 
National Waste Strategy 
- Towards Zero Waste, 
which will be launched 
on June 21. 

The Welsh National 
Assembly Government’s 
proposal to charge for 
single use retail plastic 
carrier bags was first 
consulted on in June of 
last year, following 
which we did implement 
policy changes to 
account for possible resi¬ 
dent resentment in hav¬ 
ing to pay for single use 
plastic bags and their 
potential use in our kerb- 
side sort recycling 
schemes. 

That is why our 
‘What’s in your Bin?’ 
recycling calendar no 
longer refers to plastic 
bags, and states that up to 
three recycling boxes 
will be issued to house¬ 
holders. 

This should eliminate 
the need to use plastic 
bags, while still meeting 


the service requirement 
to collect unmixed paper, 
cans and glass. 
Although, should plastic 
bags still appear in the 
household waste stream, 
it would be more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly to 
use them as part of our 
recycling collection than 
throw them in the black 
bag for land-filling. 

In order for us to com¬ 
ply with the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
aims for making all 
Welsh-based recyclate 
collections and repro¬ 
cessing enterprises more 
viable, we have always 
used a collection method 
that meets their sustain¬ 
able development out¬ 
comes with high quality 
source separation of 
materials and closed loop 
recycling. 

Whilst we continually 
review our collection 
methods to increase our 
recycling capture and 
encourage our residents 
to recycle more, the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government has amassed 
considerable evidence 
that supports 

kerbside-sort over 
co-mingled single con¬ 
tainer collections. 

In addition to the fact 
that co-mingled recy¬ 
cling collections are not 
supported by the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
it would not be prudent 


to move to such a system 
prematurely and ulti¬ 
mately find the arrange¬ 
ments to be less sustain¬ 
able. 

I can, however, advise 
residents that we will 
work with continued 
vigour to consider any 
service changes that are 
acceptable to our 
Government and will 
result in higher recycling 
rates in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

I agree with your read¬ 
er that loose recyclate 
from boxes can escape 
and end up as litter on 
our streets. To address 
this we have recently 
introduced an elasticated 
netting cover for recy¬ 
cling boxes. 

These are available 
from the Civic and the 
Alps Offices for £1 each 
and when tied to the box 
should eliminate the vast 
majority, if not all, 
wind-blown litter from 
recycling boxes. 

In addition, we have 
been trialling ‘blue bags’ 
similar to the green gar¬ 
den waste bags for use 
with cardboard and plas¬ 
tic recycling. It is possi¬ 
ble that these blue bags 
will also be available at 
£1 each.
